In the sense that they Indicate 
Mthat action of some sort ia’ to be 
taken to minimige fire diagers in 
tha: Colony, the replies to ques- 
tions asked by Mr. Braga and Mr. 
Shenton at yesterday’s meeting 
\ lof the Legislative Council may be 
considered reassuring. An analysis 
of: the answers, however, makes 
it obvious that there has been a 
good deal of remissness in Gove 
eriiment cireles in the past, not 
‘only in régard to the’ lelsurely 
manner in which the recommenda- 
tions made two yenra ago have 
heen dealt with, but also in the 
failure to see tha, the existing 
law is observed, On the former 
point, the matter of new regula- 
tions war, we are told, referred 
io the Attorney General who ad- 
ised that legislation was neces- 
sary, but that the drafting of the 
Ordinance was allowed to await 
the’ formulation of regulatioris to 
be made thereunder. Eventually, 
the matter was passed on to the 
Chief Officer of the Fire Brigade, 
but, owlng: to ‘the great, diMeulty 
of compiling practicable regula- 
tions, “the matter has made slow 
progress,” It certainly has; see- 
ing that the Committee reported 
as Jong ago as May, 1927. 

Coming now to the sugested 
‘Jinspection of ail large’ buildings 
and offices in the Colony, the 
Government asserts — that ¢ the 
necessary staif? to make immediate 
inspections is not available} This, 
we must confess, ‘is a surprising 
confession, The numberof ‘build- 
ings of the type which Mr. Braga 
had jn mind when putting the 
question is not abnormally large, 
and we cannot sce that. very much 
time would be required to ascer- 
tain whether exits are provided, 
whether there» are indicators 
showing the way’ to such exits ag 
are provided, and whether pass- 
ages are kept Tree from obstrue- 
tion, We venture to suggest that 
if such an inspection were ‘made, 
it would he found that muny of 
these buildings, some of the 
modern ones amongat ther, would 
he found to be inadequately equip- 
ped, It was, indeed, given in evl- 
‘dence nt the King Edward Hotel 
Inquiry that many of these blocks 
of buildings are . virtual death- 
‘traps. That being the caae, ‘we 
cannot understand. the Govern- 
ment’s disinclination, {o cause a 
thorough investigation of the
